WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne is authorized 
to borrow money from the Community Trust provided that 
such borrowing is approved by both the Community Trust 
Board of Trustees and the City of Fort Wayne Common 
Council; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 
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SECTION 1. That the City of Fort Wayne is 
hereby authorized to borrow an amount not to exceed Two 
Million Two Hundred Thousand Dollars ($2,200,000.00) to 
be used to make improvements to Carrington Field in order 
to attract the relocation of a Class A professional 
baseball team. 

SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in 
full force and effect from and after its passage and any 


and all necessary approval by the Mayor.
